| Young Woman He Was Engaged 


to Marry Tells of Weeks 
of Worry and Men- 
tal Strain. 


Driven out of work because of his refusal 
to join a labor union, and preferring death to 
disloyalty to hie employers, Thomas Stack, 
a telegrapher who resided? with his mother 
at 274 Division street, committed suicide 
early yesterday morning by leaping from a 
window in the apartments of his sweetheart, 
Mus Rose Brown, on the third floor of a 
building at 112 Chicago avenue. 

Mise Brown, who is a bookkeeper in 3 
cigar box factory, insists there wae no other 
cause for Stack’s act. 

“ We were engaged and might have been 
married before this had not the labor agi- 
tators annoyed him so much,” she said. 
“ Their actions drove him to desperation.” 

Stack was born in this city 20 years ago, and 
began as a messenger for the Western Union 
company. Bubsequently he became an opera- 
tor. A few years ago he went to work for 
the Postal Telegraph company. 

Goes to Bridewell to Sober Up. 
At firet the gibees and threats of his fellow 
workers did not bother him, but later, as 
others joined the telegraphers’ union one by 
one, Stack lost his popularity. He quit his

“I had known him for aout six years,” 
said McKune, “and a finer young fellow 
would have been hard to meet before he let 
bad booge get the best of him. I don't know 
whet drove him to drink.“

will remain until 10 o'clock this morning and 
then be removed to the family residence.

Michael Simpson Seeks Refuge in Chi- 
cago Avenue Pumping Station When 
His Life Is Threatened. 


Michael Simpson, 40 Cornelia court, a base- 
ball umpire, found refuge in the Chicago ave- 
nue pumping station yesterday afternoon 
after being chased by a crowd of angry fans, 
including members of the disgruntled Clover 
Athletio baseball team, who threatened his 
life because of a decision he gave at the 
close of a baseball game.

Government Will Recall $10,000 
Bills to Prevent Passage. 


EMPLOYE IN ON THE DEAL? 


Treat Intimates Official May Know of 
Subtreasury Robbery. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Charles H. Treat, treasurer of the United 
States, in an address before the University 
club last night, intimated that an official of 
the government may know something of the 
whereabouts of the $173,000 In large bills the 
disappearance of which from the subtreasury 
at Chicago became public on Feb. 25. 

Mr. Treat did not intimate who this official 
was, nor did he even state that the man was 
still in the employ of the government. 

This is the first time since the disappear- 
ance of the money, which was made public 
through the efforts of Tue TRisuns, that 
any hint of this sort has been given out by 
any person in authority. 


Obstacle in Thief’s Way. 

Many theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for the loss, and several persons have 
been watched by secret service officers, one— 
a colored janitress—having been placed un- 
der arrest after somie small articles from the 
subtreasury had been found in her home, but 
no solution seems to have been reached. 

An additional obstacle is to be placed in 
the way of the disposal of the profits of the 
theft by the government, according to Mr. 
Treat, who let it be known that the issue of 
$10,000 bills now in circulation is to be called 
in by the treasury department. Fourteen of 
these bills were among those which vanished 
last winter. 


Smaller Bills May Be Passed. 

Besides the $10,000 bills stolen there were 
also six $5,000 bills, but the issue of that de- 
nomination will not be called in, so that the 
thief still will have a chance to get rid of 
the smaller bills. 

To take the place of the $10,000 bills to be 
recalled, a new issue will be authorized by 


Secretary Cortelyou.

A repetition of the packing house team- 
sters’ strike five years ago, which was at- 
tended with mere violence than any labor 
trouble of similar duration in Chicago, be- 
came a possibility yesterday.

Rhode Island Manufacturers Form So- 
ciety to Secure Legislation to Stop 
Tuberculosis in Mills. 


Providence, R. I., June 9.—([Special:j— 
Rhode Island manufacturers are carrying on 
an organized campaign against the spread 
of tuberculosis among their employés. 

For nearly a year local mill owners and 
executive officials, aided by physicians, have 
given special attention to the ravagee of the 
“white plague,” which has claimed hundreds 
of victims from among the employés of tex- 
tile factories. 

It was shown that in the state there were 
1,081 deaths from tuberculosis in 1906, or 
more than twice the total number of deaths 
from eleven other preventable and com- 
municable diseases combined. 

To check the disease, the Society for the 
Prevention and Relief of Tuberculosis has 
been formed, one of the chief objects of which 
is to secure legislation of the proper nature.

To say that Fanchion was nothing more 
t a Jersey fresh water turtle gives not the 

teat idea of hie influence upon the various 
uplift movements in Chicago in the last 
eighteen years. He was a source of inspira- 
tien to his mistress, Mrs. Kate Mills Boyd, in 
her fight against violators of the midnight 
saloon closing ordinance six years ago and 
against cigarets. a4 

Fanchion was present at all conferences 
held in Mrs. Boyd’s residence in Evanston 
and elsewhere. The manner in which he 
craned his head out from his colored shell 
and rolled his eyes was sufficient proof to 
Mre. Boyd, at least, that he fully understood 
and appreciated what was going on. 


Found in New York Shop. 


More than eighteen years ago Mrs. Boyd 
first saw Fanchion in a dealer’s shop in New 
York. Something drew her to the creature, 
whose eyes seemed to hold great, briny tears. 
Fanchion was as appreciative as could be 
expected of a turtle of his breeding. He lis- 
tened to the words of his mistress, skillfully 
climbed a ladder, and listened attentively 
when Mrs. Boyd played the piano. 

Then came the catastrophe. When discov- 
ered, Fanchion was picking his way weakly 
to a soft clump of grass near the stone side- 
walk on to which he had fallen. 

The best medical attention that may be 
obtained for turtles was called. Fanchion 
seemed to rally for a short time. But he 
could not eat the thirty-five flies that were 
furnished by his mistress each day. 


Decides to Chloroform Pet. 

Mrs. Boyd decided that the best thing she 
could do was to chloroform him. The drug 
was applied. Then there was a funeral at 
Rosehill on Memorial day. A little grave 
was opened in the family lot and Fanchion 
was placed in it. At his head was placed 
a stone upon which is the simple inscorip- 
tion: 

Here lies Fanchion, beloved by all who knew 
him. 

But now comes the dreadful intimation 
that Fanchion probably was not dead. Per- 
sons familiar with the life of turtles have 
braved the charge that they might be na- 
ture fakers by saying that it is most dif- 
cult to chloroform one of its kind, and that 
Fanchion still is alive. 

“TI don’t believe this is possible,“ said Mrs. 
Boyd. “I expect to remove the body from 
the grave, however, and learn the truth. 
I believe that I ought to have his body 
mounted, anyway.“ 


HAVOC BY ‘BUSY BABY KILLERS.’ 


Chief Medical Inspector Says Measles 
and Whooping Cough End Lives 
of Thousands. 


The “busy baby-killers’—measles and 
whooping cough—have caused much havoc 
among Chicago children, according to the 
health department’s weekly bulletin. In the 
first five months of the year then were 157 
deaths from measles, while the whooping 
cough mortality also was great. 

“Many persons have the impression that 
these are children’s diseases and that the 
sooner they have them the better,“ said Dr. 
Heman Spalding, chief medical inspector, in 
a former issue of the bulletin, his advice be- 
ing repeated this week as a warning. The 
impression thus given fille thousands of little 
graves that might otherwise have remained 
empty @ long time,“ he said. “ Both these 
diseases are highly destructive to early child 
Ute, but after 5 years of age the death rate 
is comparatively slight.“ 

There were 574 deaths in the city in the 
week ending June 8, as compared with 648 in 
the seven days previous. There wete 523 
deattie in the same week in 1906.

COUNT DIES IN ALMSHOUSE; 
VAST FORTUNE; VAIN SEARCH. 


Tragic Life Story of Alfred Robert 
Cronhjeim of Stockholm Revealed in 
Documents Received from Sweden. 


Hartford, Conn., June 9.—[Special.]—The 
details of the story of Count Alfred Robert 
Cronhjeim of Stockholm, for whom half of 
his countrymen at home and in America have 
been searching for months, that he might 
inherit a fortune of millions, have just come 
to light here in a bundle of documents and 
affidavits just received. They came from 
Judge Huselius of Sweden, who, a few 
months ago, made this city his headquarters 
in his search for his missing countryman. 

The documents tell a pitiful tale of the death 
in a poorhouse, unknown and uncared for, 
of the Swedish nobleman tramp nearly five 
years before the fortune was left him. They 
also disclose the fact that the unfortunate 
tramp was a murderer. The search led finally 
to the tracing of Count Cronhjeim to the 
Lehigh county almshouse at Wescoesville, 
Pa., where the count died May 21, 1902. 

Count Cronhjeim, the documents say, had 
been sentenced to penal servitude at War- 
berg castle for life for the murder of his 
grandmother. When Cronhjeim came to this 
country in 78, after his sentence had been 
commuted, he wrote at once to the Rev. Mr. 
A. Ahquist and the two kept up a corre- 
spondence until Cronhjeim finally oalled to 
gee the minister in Portland in 1882. 

After that every year he would pay a short 
visit to his friend. In 1884, becoming dis- 
couraged, he began tramping the country 
and from that time till his death drifted from 
place to place. After staying in Hartford for 
a short time Cronhjeim went to Boston, 
where he lived in seclusion for a time. Then 


he went to New York and from there to Penn- 


sylvania, where he died in the poorhouse.

Pittsburg, Pa., June 9.—[Special.]—The ac- 
tion of the Pennsylvania coal inspectors in 
condemning the lamp oll used by the bitum!- 
nous coal miners for light in the mines has 
caused charges to be made that the inspectors 
are in league to compel the use of oil nefined 
by the Standard Oil company. 

Coal miners have to buy their own ofl and 
powder used in mining. The ingpectors, while 
they cannot specify the kind of oll to be 
burned and the powder to be used in blasting, 
can condemn any kind used by the miners 
and prohibit ite uge in the mines. 

The coal miners allege that all grades of 
refined oll burned in the mine lamps made by 
independent ofl refinerg is condemned as 
being smoky. When the miners ask what 
grade to use they are notified that Miners’ 
Sunshine" oil, made by the Atlantic Oil 
Refining company of Pittsburg, will not bs 
condemned. This is a local branch of the 
Standard On company. The oil costs the 
miners 40 cents a gallon. 

The Standard also makes a special lamp 
for burning this oil, which is being boosted 
by mine inspectofs, who maintain that no 
other lamp and no other oil are safe, it is 
said. The men are willing to adopt Standard 
lamps, but want to use oil made by inde- 

dent refiners, being opposed to buyink 
tandard Oil products.

GUATEMALA RULER SLAIN’ 


PRESIDENT CABRERA REPORTED 
VICTIM OF ASSASSIN. 


Rumor That the Executive Is Dead 
Reaches City of Mexico, but Is 
Lacking Confirmation—Large Num- 
ber of Troops Patrol Capital as 
Precaution Against Outbreak — 
Pleas Made for Revision of Sen- 
tence by Those Convicted. 


Mexico City, June 9.—A private dispatch 
received in this city states that President 
Cabrera of Guatemala was assassinated to- 
day. The news cannot be confirmed. 


Troops Patrol Capital. 

GUATEMALA CITY, June 8.—[Via Mex- 
ieo City, June d. There are large bodies 
of troops in the capital, and extraordi- 
nary precautions are taken each night to 
maintam order. The populace is tranquil. 
The fact that a majority of those persons 
who were sentenced to death or imprison- 
ment for alleged participation in the attempts 
to assassinate President Cabrera belong to 
the highest society of the republic has caused 
a considerable depression in business. The 
outcome of their plea for a revision of sen- 
tence rests with the Court of Appeals. The 
time when a decision may * expected is not 
known. 

All the frontiers of the republic are guarded 
by the best army, both in number of men and 
equipment, that ever has been raised in 
Guatemala. The government controls the 
Situation with a firm hand and is able to 
maintain peace in all quarters of the coun- 
try. The army will disband soon and the 
men return home to plant their crops. 


-No News at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., June 9.—Dr. Louis To- 
ledo Herrarte, the Guatemalan minister, had 
received no advices up to midnight regard- 
ing the reported assassination of President 
Cabrera of Guatemala in Guatemala City to- 
day. Dr. Herrarte eaid he would communi- 
cate with his home government at once to 
ascertain the facts.

CONTRACTS FOR 6,000 CARS. 


United States Steel Corporation Places 
Record Order for Carriers Made 
of Metal. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 9.—[Speciaf. Con- 
tracts have been placed by the United States 
Steel corporation for 6, OO steel cars, aggre- 
gating in cost $6,500,000, To fill the order 
90,000 tons of steel plate will be required. 
Nearly half of the contracts have been 
placed with Pittsburg builders, 

This is the largest single order ever placed 
for steel cars. The Union railroad of the 
steel corporation awarded the contract for 
1,500 steel hoppers to the Preseed Steel Car 
company of Pittsburg and 800 steel hopper 
cars and 500 patent steel dump cars to the 
Standard Steet Car company, also of this city. 

The Chicago, Lake Shore and Paetern rail- 
road, another subsidiary of the Unitec States 
Steel corporation awarded the centract to 
the American Car foundry company for a 
little more than 3, 000 steel cars.

Greatest Popular Outery Yet Made 
Given Voice in Huge Meeting at 
Montpellier——Four Hundred Trains 
Transport Vast Crowd, Which Pro- 
tests Against Existing Condition 
Mayor of Narbonne to Inaugurate 
Strike. 


MONTPELLIER, France, June 9.—A mon- 
ster demonstration by wine growers, in 
which probably 500,000 persons participated, 
marked the climax of ‘the situation which 
has arisen because of a demand by the 
growers that the governmént stop the wide- 
spread wholesale adulteration of wine. 

At the big meeting held at Perpignan May 
19 a resolution was passed that if the gov- 
ernment did not give full satisfaction to 
the demands of the growers a civil strike 
would be inaugurated June 10. At a meet- 
ing held after the parade today Marcelin Al- 
bert referred to this resolution and an- 
nounced that the time had come for action. 
He invited the assembled multitude to swear 
solidarity of action and immediately every 
hand was raised and cries of “We will 
stand or fall together,” and We will not 
pay taxes,“ were everywhere heard. 


Narbonne Mayor to Open Strike. 

The mayor of Narbonne will be the first to 
open the strike. He and the entire mu- 
nicipal council will resign tomorrow after 
having previously dismissed all municipal 
employés. Others will follow suit in the 
course of a few days. 

The “ragged army’’ has been arriving dur- 
ing the last two days and nights. It slept 
in the public buildings, in churches placed at 
its disposal by the bishop, in the parks and 
squares. 

The railroad provided over 40 special 
trains to bring the people here, a feat un- 
precedented in the history of French rail- 
roads. 
No Disorder in Great Crowd. 

At the time fixed for the parade the people 
lined up at the appointed places without the 
slightest disorder. All observers were struck 
by the extraordinary perfection of the or- 
ganization. It was not once necessary for 
the troops or police to interfere with ‘the 
multitude. A feature of the parade was the 
large proportion of women participating.

SUPPOSED ‘WHITE SLAVES’ TAKEN 
INTO CUSTODY BY POLICE. 


One Says She Was Lured Into a Re- 
sort in Armour Avenue and be- 
tained There Against Her Will un- 
der Pretense of Owing the Keeper 
ot the Place for Clothing—Woman 
Accused of Harboring Niece in Im- 
moral Surroundings. 


On the eve of the grand jury investigation 
into the white slave traffic two more cases 
came to the attention of the police. 

One of these cases is that of a girl who says 
she was held captive for two months in a re- 
sort at 2021 Armour avenue. The Desplaines 
street police expect to make arrests today. 
The young woman making complaint is Miss 
Annie Harris, 23 years old, now being cared 
for by friends at Wabash avenue and Thir- 
ty-fifth street. She tells the police a pa- 
thetic story. 

“I came to Chicago from Pittsburg two 
months ago, she said, expecting to have a 
position ina department store. On the day of 
my arrival I met a man who gained my con- 
fidence by telling me he knew the proprietor 
of the store where I expected to work. He 
invited me to dine with him that evening and 
I accepted. I drank a glass or two of wine. 

“Then he proposed that we take an auto- 
mobile to see the town. The next thing I 
knew I was in the house at 2021 Armour av- 
enue. There they gave me some short dresses 
and took away my street clothes. 


Borrows Clothing and Escapes. 
“When I appealed to Mme. Du Four, 
keeper of the place, to let me go she said I 
owed her $250 and refused even to let me 
communicate with my friends. I would be 
in the place yet but an older girl, who has 


been there some time, lent me some street 


clothes and I was able to run away. IfIcan 
ever get back to my family in Pittsburg I 
will stay there,’’ 

It was last Friday when the girl escaped 
from the resort. She appeared at the sta- 
tion poorly: dressed in the clothes she had 
borrowed and appealed to the police to help 
her recover her trunk containing money and 
jewelry from Mme. Du Four, keeper of the 
place. She told the police she knew several 
other girls who were being held in places 
against their wishes. An investigation will 
be made today. 


Police Raid a Rooming House. 
Reports made to Lieut. Plunkett of the 
Stanton avenue station that a white slave 
was being held prisoner by her aunt, Mrs. 
Florence Jackson, . keeper of a rooming 
house at 8208 Dearborn street, resulted in

The arrests followed a series of complaints 
that Bertha Harris, a 17 year old girl from 
Anna, III., was living at the place and being 
subjected to indignities. Mrs. Jackson and 
her niece, who are white, and Walter Smith, 
colored, were taken to the station and 
charged with disorderly conduct. 

“I came here with my sister some time 
ago, the girl told Lieut. Plunkett, ‘‘ and 
have remained of my own will. When I 
came my aunt, Mrs. Jackson, was ill, and I 
staid to assist her. It is nobody’s business. 
My father is a butcher in Anna, III., but for 
some time he has been in straitened circum- 
stances.”’

en Cooper, pigeon fancier and friend 

of all animal life, believes Chicago has just

In discussing the subject of pigeons yester- 
day, particularly the birds which returned 
from Alligator Creek, Fla., to their old roost 
under the-eaves.of the Merchants’ building, 


Attorney Cooper said he believed the pigeon 
population of the city in a few years. will 
equal the number of human beings, if the 
present rate of increase of birds continues. 

. From the windows of his office on the top 
floor of the Merchants’ building, Lawyer 
Cooper for several years has studied the 
characteristics and habits of the hundreds 
of pigeons that daily flock around that build- 
ing and the city hall, across the street. 

On the four bulldings of that street inter- 
section nearly 500 pigeons make their per- 
manent home and there are at least twenty 
other corners downtown where equally arse 
flocks congregate. 


Similar to Human Beings. 


The birds,” said Mr. Cooper, in many 
respects are similar to human beings. Some 
are greedy, some are generous, others are 
timid, While still others display strong at- 
fection and jealousy.. It costs me about $15 
a year to feed the flocks which roost on the 
ledge outside of my office windows.”’ 

Mr. Cooper knows many of the pigeons in- 
timately and he has given names to several 
of them. Among his favorites is ‘‘ Stumpy,”’ 
a one legged bird. This pigeon was caught in 
a trap set out by some janitor. In jerking 
‘itself loose from its wire prison the bird 
broke its leg clean off. ‘“‘ Bully” is a fine 
specimen of birdhood, but inclined to be a 

“ bulldozer’ of his weaker fellows. His 
mate, Mrs. Bully.“ possesses similar char- 
acteristics. 


Squab Whistles for Corn. 


Then there is Mr. Crowley.“ so named be- 
cause Attorney Cooper said he once knew 
a man by that name who was a “hog.” 
Whistler“ is a young squab, which for sev- 
eral weeks recently has come to the window 
and whistied for its corn. 

Some of the birds are so tame that they fly 


desks. | 

“The blue homer pigeon which flew all the 
way from Florida to Chicago,“ Attorney 
Cooper said, is a remarkable bird. I would 
know that pigeon in thousands. It holds its 
head higher than other birds of its kind and 
apparently is one of the proudest of aristo- 
crats. 
J have become greatly attached to those 
birds. It is one of my greatest pleasures to 
sit and watch them feeding. That's the time 
to learn them. Why, sometimes I actually 
forget business to watch the birds. 
“For instance, there is a pair of blue 
pigeons roosting outside of my office. A 
mofe affectionate pair you never saw. Why. 
that female bird is making love to her mate 
all day long. ‘There they sit on the ledge bill- 
ing and cooing and rubbing each other's 
feathers until you'd think they were actually 
lovesick.”’ 


Birds Saved from Starvation 


Attorney Cooper has been interested in 
pigeons since he was a boy. In Washing- 
ton, D. C., where he lived until manhood, 
he kept pigeons Just for fun.“ His inter- 
est in the city pigeons was aroused several 
years ago during a hard winter. Many of 
the birds, as he observed them from his of- 
‘fice, suffered greatly for. the want of food 
arid water. Many of the birds died of starva- 
tion and thirst. Mr. Cooper bought a large 
quantity of corn, which he strewed about 


water placed out for the birds to drink, _ 

Ever since then he has fed and watersd 
the pigeons that roost on the Merchants’ 
building. He now numbers his pigeon friends 
by. the hundreds. Attorney Cooper's motto 
is: Be kind to the pigeons.”

Father Hears Confession of His 
Son and Takes Him to 
‘Police Station. 


A dance given by the White Rose Pleasure 
club in a basement at Thirty-eighth and Lin- 
coln strects, which lasted until the police 
broke it up at 8 o' clock yesterday morning, 
resulted in a murder before the night was 


8 inder, 22 years old, 1554 West Thirty- 
ninth street, well known to the police, was 
fatally stabbed by his friend, James Fianni- 
gan, 20 years old, 3809 Lincoln street. Sinder 
is said to have been the aggressor, and the 
trouble is said to have started over a girl 
both young men wished to take home. 

The dance was a disorderly affair all the 
way through, according to the police on duty 
there. They saw things going from bad to 
worse—the dancers becoming more intoxi- 
cated as the night dragged through, until at 
3 o'clock it was decided to close the place 
before there was serioustrouble. There had 
been several small fights, and bad feeling had 
been shown between Sinder and Flannigan. 


Fight Started in Street. 


The dancers were driven into the street, 
where they stood in groups discussing the 
unheard of action of the police. Some started 
home and Sinder and Flannigan, who stood 
with a group of young men at Wood and 
Thirty-eighth streets, began quarreling. 
Sinder was knawn as a bully. He often had 
been in trouble. When opposed by Filanni- 
gan he became enraged 

Bystanders said Sinder struck Flannigan 
first and started after him. Flannigan 
pulled out a push knife of the kind used in 
the district and ran toward his rival. 

A group of girls stood on the next corner. 
They ran up, and several boys and girls more 
sober than the others attempted to*inter- 
fere with the fighters. Before they could 
do anything Sinder was lying in the street, 
stabbed in several places. He was taken 
home and died thirty minutes later. 


Son Confesses to Father. 


In the morning Flannigan's father, James 
Flannigan, learned of the murder. He asked 
his son if he had heard of it. 

“ Why—no—no, father.“ replied the latter 
confusediy. Is he dead?“ 
The boy’s appearance frightened his fa- 
ther, who questioned him further. Then he 
learned that the boy, to protect himself 
from Sinder, had stabbed and killed him. 
The father ordered his son to dress, and both 
went to the police station, where Flannigan 
told of the murder. Others being held are: 
John Starr, Otto Grund, John Kennedy, Pat- 
rick Mitchell, and John Mitchell. 

When taken to the police station Flanni- 
gan wept. He said he did not know what 
caused him to stab Sinder. 

He kept picking on me and then hit me, 
and I got mad,” he said. ‘ pulled out my 
knife, but I did not intend to kill Sinder.“

New York, June: 9.—[{ Special. ]—Howard 
Gould has decided not to go abroad this year. 
Instead, he will remain in New York for the 
legal battle with his wife, formerly Mis< 
Kathrine Clemmons, the actress, who is 
suing him for separation and alimony, which 
she wants fixed at $250,000 a year. 

This is the first summer Howard Gould will 
have spent in New York since he wasa youth. 
Always before he has either cruised in north- 
ern and European waters or has sought the 
coo) breezes of Switzerland. 

His brothers will leave him here alone to 
fight his own fight. George Gould will spend 
most off the summer abroad. Frank Gould 
and his wife will meet the elder brother in 
the south of France and will travel with him 
until the late autumn. Howard had planned 
to meet his brothers there in July. 


May Take Short Trips. 

Instead he will retain his apartments inthe 
Waldorf-Astoria. Part of the summer he 
will spend at Castle Gould, where he can be 
within telephone distance of his attorney, 
De Lancey Nicoll, and can hasten into New 
York when. hig presence is needed. His yacht 
Niagara will be in commission all summer 
and Gould’s friends say he may make a few 
short cruises, possibly as far north as Maine. 
But these trips will be only week end ones. 
when no new legal problems can demand his 
immediate presente in New York. 

Mr. Gould has béen taking an active part in 
the legal fight ever since it began a month 
ago. There have been few days when he has 
not visited the office of De Lancey Nicoll, and 
often Nicoll has visited Gould's office in the 
Western Union building. Every move from 
Howard's side of the controversy is made 
only after Gould has sanctioned it. 

Jam becoming a good lawyer,” he said 
last week to one of his friends. The phase of 
the legal battle which is interesting the 
husband most just now is the amount of 
alimony he will be obliged to pay. He and 
his attorney are preparing a statement of his 
wealth, knowing it will be demanded by the 
court or by a referee, should one be ap- 
pointed after the motion by Mrs. Gould’s at- 
torney for alimony. and attorneys’ fees.

It is upon this basis 
that Mrs. Gould has decided to ask the court 
to allow her $250,000 a year. Cases will be 
cited by Mra. Gould's attorney in which the 
courts have allowed the wife one-fourth of 
her husband's income. 

Gould’s attorney will state in court that 
the nature of certain of Gould’s securities 
is such that a definite income cannot be 
agreed upon, owin gto the fluctuation of the 
stock market and the changing values of his 
holdings in various enterprises. 

It was said today by a close friend of Gould 
that he received only about $10,000,000 in 
bequests after the death of his father. He 
is said to have received $6,000,000 outright 
from his father and an additional $4,000,000 
since. It was this $4,000,000 which Howard 
is said to have declared he would renounce 
if necessary to marry Katherine Clemmons. 
Gould's friends say he has spent all of his 
income each year since his marriage.

The only thing I know of te take the sur- 
face dirt from fine, thin old coverings is a 
thorough brushing or whisking with as 

but soft bristle brush, working always wit 
the After this partial cleaning a damp 
cloth can be stroked across the top to give 
@ brightness to the colors. 

Once or twice a year a genuine old fash- 
foned scrubbing will freshen the colors. But 
I would suggest that this be done by’an ex- 
perienced person who will do it by hand, for 
modern processes often ruin thin fabrics, 
and’ once the weave is loosened and the cov- 
ering beging to come apart the rug ie of 
really little use for any practical wear. 
Once the dirt is blown out the rest is com- 
paratively easy, for it consists of a simple 
washing—ecrubbing, rather—with cold water 
and castile or pure white soap, one that has 
little lye in its composition, for, although 
the colors are all the best vegetable dyes in 
these fine rugs, and should never run, any 
but a pure soap * iy be used on them. 


In Housecleaning— 

One of the principal cares should be of the 
pictures. They too often are overlooked or 
left in the hands of servants when the mis- 
tress should give them her personal attention. 
Dach picture as it is taken down should be 
carefully dusted and the cord or wire wiped. 
Then lay it on the table, wash the glass, and 
polish it until it is perfectly clear. Wipe the 
frame with a soft cloth wet in warm water 
and rub off all fly specks and other dirt. If 
the picture is framed with 4 glass 
paper smoothly all over the back to keep 
dust from sifting “a the cracks.

STRASSHEIM IS “SORRY.” 


Down State Police Chief Is Balk- 
ed in Attempt to Convict 
„Prominent Men.“ 


“ Eddie ” Tate, the elusive and gentlemanly 
burglar who has been spending a few days at 
the county jail previous to making an ex- 
tended stay at the penitentiary at Joliet, 
bobbed up again yesterday in a lightning 
move that was not altogether of his choosing, 
Neither was it of the choosing of Chief of 
Police Wilson of Peoria or Judge Fuller, at- 
torney for the Peoria school board. 

The only person, apparently, who took any 
pleasure out of the move was Sheriff Christo- 
pher Strassheim, and he could not be found 
last evening to explain the situation. 

The developments were such as to postpone 
the solution of the mystery surrounding the 
safe blowing at Peoria some months ago in 
which, it is believed, former Superintendent 
of Schools Newton C. Dougherty, now serving 
a term in the penitentiary, and Tate were im- 
plicated. 


Police Head Evolves Scheme. 

Chief of Police Wilson of Peoria was the 
man who engineered a deal with Tate by 
which he believed he was to solve the safe 
blowing mystery and secure the papers which 
were stolen from the safe. The papers con- 
tained evidence implicating prominent men 
of Peoria in the scandals which sent Dough- 
erty to the penitentiary. 

Wilson decided, some weeks ago, that the 
$3,000 reward offered to anybody who would 
solve the mystery could easily be earned. 
He came to Chicago, visited Tate at the 
county jail, and secured a promise from him 
that he would return to Peoria and solve the 
mystery for half of the reward. It was un- 
derstood that by solving the mystery ’’ 
Tate meant that he would confess to hav- 
ing blown the safe himself and tell the names 
of the men who hired him. 

So Wilson returned to Peoria, consulted 
with Judge Fuller, who is representing the 
school board, and secured.a writ under which 
Tate was compelled to appear in court to 
tell his story. The rest looked easy to Wilson. 


Goes Against Stone Wall. 

But he had no idea what obstacles were 
confronting him. When he arrived in Chi- 
cago in the morning he hurried to the county 
jail to receive his prisoner. 

I' take Tate off your hands,“ he said to 
the jailer, exhibiting his writ. He believed 
that the Chicago officials would be only too 
giad to get rid of such a troublesome pris- 
oner. 

“Well, I'm sorry, but he was just sent 
down to Joliet for a brief stay, replied the 
jailer. 

The police head was nonplused. His writ, 
which was addressed to Sheriff Strassheim, 
now was of no value. All that can be done 
is to return to Peoria and get a second writ 
addressed to the warden of the penitentiary. 

“TI suppose that it is only luck, but itisa 
queer thing that so blamed many things 
have prevented that man from returning to 
Peoria to talk,“ said Wilson. It is a sig- 
nificant ‘fact that there are several persons 
down there who would give almost any sum 
of money to prevent his return there. It 
means the penitentiary for them if he tells 
all he knows.“

Pleads for the New Charter. 


Adoption of Chicago’s new charter was 
urged by the Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton, 
Lexington Avenue Baptist church, in his 
evening comment. After criticising the 
United Societies for opposing the charter be- 
cause the legislature refused to allow Chicago 
to decide the Sunday saloon question by ret- 
erendum, the minister said:

Among the reasone for men and corpora- 
tions leaving icago for Wall street is one 
not difficult to perceive and appreciate. It 
has been the possibility of acquiring large 
and almost sudden wealth through specula- 
tive activity in the New York stock market. 
These last ten years have been days of in- 
dustrial promotions, consolidations, and rail- 
road mergers, which have made many times 
millionaires out of men of moderate means. 
Securities which cost the owners nothing 
have been floated at handsome profits on 
the public @uring the years of prosperity. 


Prodigals Will Return from New York. 


But now there is @ change in New York. 
The public utilities bill, which has just be- 
come a law, makes a drastic reformation in 
any plans in hand for creating securities 
values out of nothing. The fact that the law 
was 80 bitterly fought by corporations and 
was vetoed by the mayor of New York city 
indicates the severity of the blow which has 
been given to purely speculative activity, and 
the possibilities of suddenly and easily ac- 
quired fortunes. New York, once the Mecca 
of the well-to-do and would-be-well-to-do, 
does not now possess the attractions to the 
extent that it did. It is predicted that there 
will be prodigals coming back to Chicago and 
there will be ambitious young men coming 
here from the west and the northwest. 

And as a part of great importance in the 
proposed development of Chicago’s wealth, 
there may be formed a great banking insti- 
tution conducted on broad and liberal lines. 


Merchants’ Loan Anniversary. 

Today the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company will celebrate a half-century of 
uninterrupted banking existence, with the 
added distinction of being the oldest bank 
in Chicago. It was organized June 10, 1857, 
and has proved, as it were, to be pani¢ and 
fire proof. It passed through the panic of 
1857, the fire of 1871, the panic of 1867 and the 
panic of 1903. It began with a capital of 
$500,000. Without absorbing any of its neigh- 
bors, it has steadily grown until its deposits 
are now $49,273,851. Its capital is $3,000,- 
000 and its surplus is $8,000,000. The presi- 
dent of the bank is Orson Smith and the vice 
president is E. D. Hulbert. 


Bank Statement. 


The New York bank statement on Saturday 
made an unfavorable exhibit. There was a 
decrease in deposits of $9,053,100 and a loss 
in cash of $8,065,200. The loss in cash was 
in the item of specie and evidently repre- 
sented exports of gold. The excess reserve, 
however, stands at $5,980,725, against $7,162,- 
050 last year, and $9,827,500 for the corre-

ACTIVITY IN WHOLESALE LINES. 


Reports on Business in Its Various 
Departments for the Last 
Week. 


Wholesalers and jobbers are now in the 
between seasons period, and trade is, of 
course, light.

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That Held Out Against 
Through Arrangements. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 9.— [Special. 
Under the decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission, written by Commissioner 
Lane, upon the matter o 
and through rates,’’ made a few days ago, 
those who ship goods across the continent 
may be sure that the rates in effect on all 
lines at the time the goods are shipped will 
be the rates collected at the other end, no 
matter how long the goods are in transit and 
no matter how many local lines may in that 
interval change their rates. 

Likewise the railroads are by this decision 
made sure they can collect for freight at its 
destination at the rates in effect all along 
the line at the time of the original shipment, 
even though some of the roads over which 


meantime. 


Whort Roads Make Trouble. 

That there should have been any question 
upon this point arose from the fact that cer- 
tain connecting short lines of railroad have 
been disposed to deny that they have been 
a part of a through route, asserting they 
are independent or local roads, and in 
some cases that they are not 


so not subject to the regulations of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

They have been dispostd to claim the right 
to change their ratés at any time, observing 
only the law as to the giving of notice, and 
to collect these rates upon all goods they 
transport, although some of the commodi- 


But under the new interpretation of the law 
any road, however short, which in any man- 
ner enters into a division of the freight bill 
collected at either end of the line is a part 
of a through route,” and the rate in ef- 
fect on that ahort line at the time the goods 
are shipped is only that road's part of @ 
“through rate. ' 


Need Not Be on Way Bill. 

This is regardless of whether or not any 
rate, through rate or other, is named in 
the way bill, and, in fact, of whether or not 
there is any way bill at all.
